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INTRODUCTION

One of the first steps toward becoming a police officer is taking and passing a civil service
examination which isadministered by the Office of State Examiner for Municipal Fireand Police Civil
Service. This booklet will provide you with important information about the examination process,
some hel pful hints on taking tests, and some sample questionsthat are similar to thosethat are actually

on the police officer examination.

You do not need to have a previous knowledge of law enforcement in order to pass this
examination. Thetest hasbeen designed to eval uate knowledge, skills, and abilitiesthat are needed in
order to successfully complete police officer training. For example, in order to successfully complete
the police academy, you must be able to read and comprehend material on law enforcement procedures.
Therefore, part of the written examination contai ns a section of questions on reading comprehension of
material similar to that which must be read on the job.

BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE TEST

The police officer test consists of two parts: atest infollowing oral directionsand amultiple-

choice written examination.

Because of the hazardous nature of the job, police officers must be able to comprehend and
precisely follow oral directions given by supervising officers in highly charged or intense situations.
The Oral Directions Test has been designed to determine how well you are able to follow oral
directionsin accomplishing simpletasks. This part of the examination will take approximately thirty
minutes. Becausethis portion of the exam consists of taped oral directions, it isvery important that you
arrive at the exam site a few minutes early. You will not be admitted to the exam after the

scheduled starting time.

The second part of the exam for police officer isawritten test consisting of 73 multiple-choice

guestions. Y ou will have one hour and thirty minutesin which to completethis part of the examination.
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ENGLISH USAGE

This section is designed to evaluate your ability to recognize and use correct English. These

items will contain sentences with a blank to indicate a missing word. By selecting the correct word
from the multiple choices provided, you will be able to demonstrate your knowledge of subject/verb

agreement, spelling of common words, and correct word usage.

CODES
Thissectionisdesigned to evaluate your ability to recognize and utilize codes or abbreviations
asameansof communication. Questionsrefer to alist of standard codeswhich you must usein order to

choose the appropriate answer.

READING COMPREHENSION

This section is designed to evaluate your ability to read and understand technical written

material. Y ouwill be presented with asection of written material and asked to answer multiple-choice
guestions based upon what you have read. The reading material was taken from sources that a new

recruit must be able to read and comprehend during the first few months of employment.

FOLLOWING WRITTEN INSTRUCTIONS

This section is designed to evaluate your ability to read and follow written instructions in

completing assigned tasks on the job. You will be given an excerpt from a manual that gives
instructionsfor completing atraffic incident report form. Y ou will be asked to answer multiple-choice
guestions based on this material.

PRIORITIZING

This section is designed to evaluate your ability to assess the potentia consequences of

alternative courses of action and select the one which is most acceptabl e. Questions givefour scenarios

from which the applicant must choose the one that should be dealt with first.



LOGIC
Thissection isdesigned to evaluate your ability to assessall of the facts of agiven situation and
cometo alogical conclusion. Questions give several related facts and applicants must choose, based on

those facts, the sentence which is definitely true or definitely false.

CLASSIFYING OBSERVED FACTS

This section is designed to evaluate your ability to observe the facts of a given situation and

compare them to an established standard for purposes of classification. Questionsrequire referenceto
aninsert. Y ou must review agiven scenario and then usetheinsert along with the facts given to choose

dn answer.

NOTICING DETAILS

This section is designed to evaluate your ability to notice details/events in the surrounding

environment. The questions in this category require reference to a drawing of automabiles, to which

you must pay close attention to detail, in order to answer the questions correctly.

ESTIMATING TIME, DISTANCE, AND QUANTITY

This section is designed to evaluate your ability to estimate time, distance and quantity.

Questions require reference to drawings from which you must make these estimates based on the

information given.

MEASURING TIME, DISTANCE, AND QUANTITY

This section is designed to evaluate your ability to accurately measure time, distance, and

guantity. Questionsrequire reference to drawings containing information that you can use to measure

or calculate time, distance or quantity.

INTERPRETING MAPS

This section is designed to evaluate your ability to interpret basic road maps. Y ou must use

only the map and legend provided in order to answer these questions.



EVALUATION
Thissectionisdesigned to test your ability to mentally evaluate athree-dimensional situation by

use of a two-dimensional representation. Questions require reference to drawings which you must

evaluate properly in order to answer the questions correctly.

TWO-DIMENSIONAL DIAGRAMS

This section is designed to evaluate your ability to match a written scenario to a two-
dimensional diagram. Each question givesawritten scenario and four sketches. Y ou must evaluatethe

written scenario and then choose the sketch that most closely depicts the scenario.

CONTROLLING THE PHY SICAL SURROUNDINGS

This section is designed to evaluate your ability to control the physical surroundings to

accomplish astated objective. Questionsinvolve awritten procedure and sketch(es). Y ou must choose

the sketch that best compl etes the procedure or accomplishes the objective.

RECOGNIZING SIMILARITIES OR PATTERNS

This section isdesigned to measure your ability to compare variousfacts and observationsand

recognize similarities or patterns. Questionsinvolve sketches, diagrams, or number seriesfrom which
you must recognize a pattern, and then choose the correct number or sketch that fitsinto that pattern;

other questions involve choosing the correct sequence order of the sketches given.

RECOGNIZING DIFFERENCES OR PATTERNS
This section is designed to evaluate your ability to distinguish items which do not fit into the

normal pattern. Questions involve choosing the sketch that does not fit in with the other sketches.

FORM COMPLETION

Thissection isdesigned to evaluate your ability to complete formsin accordance with standard

procedures. Questions involve reference to an insert. Blank spaces on a form must be filled in by

following the correct procedure from the insert.



HOW THE TEST ISGRADED

Regardless of the areain which you take your test, all test papers are graded in Baton Rougein
the Office of State Examiner. Your scores on both parts of the police officer exam are statistically
combined into asingle score. Inorder to passthe examination and be considered for employment, you
must make a score of 75 or above. The scoresof all candidates taking the exam will bereported to the
Fire and Police Civil Service Board in your jurisdiction, and the local board will notify you of your
grade on the exam. When thereis an opening in the Police Department in your jurisdiction, the Fire
and Police Civil Service Board will place on an employment list the names of all applicants who have
passed the examination. The appointing authority for your Police Department may thenfill the vacancy
by selecting any of the names certified to him by the board on the employment list.

HOW TO USE THISBOOKLET

Y ou may actually practice your test taking skills by answering the sample questionsprovidedin
this booklet. If you desire further practice, you may also obtain books from your local library that
contain sample civil service test questions. Should you decide to use additional practice material, it
would be most beneficial to practice on the questions that are similar to the sample questions in this
booklet. For example, it would be helpful to practice reading comprehension or English usage

guestions, but mathematics questions would not particularly help you to prepare for this exam.

HOW TO USE THE SPECIAL ANSWER SHEET

For both parts of the POLICE OFFICER examination you will record your answers on a
separate answer sheet rather than directly into the test booklet. A sample answer sheet and a blank
scratch sheet have been provided at the back of this booklet following page 45. Prior to the
examination, you will be given detailed instructions on how to fill in the required information on the
answer sheet. Thefront side of the answer sheet contains personal information such asyour name and
socia security number as well as information about the jurisdiction. Y ou must follow the examiner’s
directions exactly so that your responses may be correctly scanned into the computer. For your

convenience, you may remove the answer sheet from the back of this booklet.



Some of the information requested on the answer sheet requires that you print information in
blocks. After you have printed the required information in the blocks, you must alsofill intheoval in
the vertical column below each block which correspondsto theletter or number intheblock. Thefirst
row of boxesisfor your name. Inthe example below, John E. Smith entered his namein the boxes by
placing one letter in each box, while skipping a space (block) between each nameor initial. Once his
name was correctly printed in the boxes, the oval corresponding to that letter in the column below was
filled in.

Y ou may practice recording the required information on the answer sheet by printing your name

in the correct spaces on the front of the sample answer sheet.

The back of the answer sheet contains more information about the examination. Onthesample
answer sheet, find the words"TEST ANSWERS' over the blocked areawith numbers 1-192. Thisis
whereyou will record your answersto thetest questions. In recording your answer choices, you should
use only the No. 2 pencil provided at the exam site and mark only one answer for each question
number. It is extremely important that you make your mark dark and that you completely fill the oval
with your mark. Inthe example below under theword "IMPORTANT", answer "3" was chosen asthe
correct answer and the oval over the"3" wasfilled in completely. Erase your original mark completely

to change your answer. Do not make any stray marks on the answer sheet.

EXAMPLE: 5
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HOW TO TAKE THE ORAL DIRECTIONSTEST

Whilethe actual Oral Directions Test has been tape recorded to standardize testing conditions,
you may practicetaking thistype of test by having someone read the sampleinstructionson page 10 to

you. Before you begin, however, become familiar with the following hintsfor taking thistype of test:

- Listen carefully and do exactly what the instructionstell you to do. Remember
that it is, after all, atest in following directions.

- While only four answer choices are used for the multiple-choice portion of the

exam, all five answer choices will be used for the Oral Directions Test.

- You will use the third column of numbers on your answer sheet in recording
your answers to this part of the exam. (The column begins with question No.
97.)

- Asyoulistento theinstructions, be certain that you answer each question beside
the question number or numbers mentioned in the directions. Do not become

confused if some question numbers are skipped.

- If you get behind or miss an instruction, do not panic! Simply skip that

instruction and get back on track when the next instruction is given.

After you have practiced by having someoneread the sampleoral directionsto you, comparethe

answers you have marked with the correct answers on page 36.

THERE ARE SEVERAL PARTSTO THE ORAL DIRECTIONS TEST:

Thefirst part requiresthat you listen to several questionswhile using the figuresand diagrams

in your booklet as a reference to answer them.



The second part will require that you listen to a tape recorded scenario, take notes as you are

listening and then, at alater time, answer questions using your written notes.

Thethird part requiresthat you memorize information given to you on asheet of paper entitled
"Recall". Youwill be given seven minutes to memorize thisinformation. Y ou will not be allowed to
take any notes during this time. When the seven minutes are up, the examiner will pick up the recall
sheet and then you will be allowed to open your booklets and answer questions concerning this

information.

The fourth part requires that you listen to three sets of short procedures (while your booklet is
closed). You may NOT take notes. Once you have listened to the entire set (each one separately) you

must answer questions concerning what you have heard.

Thefifthand final part of the oral directionstest involvesanother brief oral presentationwhich
will require you to take notes. After you have heard the entire presentation, you will be required to

answer questions concerning this material using your written notes.

The next few pages contain samples of the oral directions test which resemble items on the
actual test. Youwill need the sheet titled"ORAL DIRECTIONSTEST - SAMPLE DIRECTIONS" in
order to answer the questionsin Part | of the oral directions. Y ou will find this sheet in the back of this

booklet. You will find the correct answers to this section on pages 36 & 37.

HOW TO TAKE THE WRITTEN TEST

Thewritten examination is divided into seventeen subject areas. The next part of this booklet
contains several sample questionsfrom each of the subject areas. Before you begin, however, become
familiar with the helpful hints for taking a multiple-choice test:

1. Know the Rules. The Examiner will be the person in charge of the exam. Listen
carefully when he gives the test instructions. If you have any questions, ask the
Examiner. There may be others who have the same questions but are afraid to ask.
You will not be allowed to usea calculator for thetest nor will you be allowed
to leave the room.

2. Budget Your Time. Before you begin the test, ook it over and decide how much
time you can spend on each section. Do not waste much time trying to answer the
guestions you find hard, since this may not leave you enough time to do the easier
ones. All questions count the same. That meansyou get the same credit for correctly
answering the easy questions asyou do for answering the hard questions. Therefore,
answer easy questionsfirst, then come back to the harder onesif you havetime. The
Examiner will notify you after you have been working one hour and then again
fifteen minutes before your timeis up. Use thisinformation to help pace yourself.

3. ReadtheQuestionsCarefully. Read all the questionsand directionscarefully. Do
not assume that you know what aquestion is asking after reading thefirst few words.
Read the entire question. After you have read a question, read al the possible
answer choices. Your task isto pick out the best answer. Y ou cannot pick out the
best answer until you know all the answer choices - so read them all.

4. Set AsiddeWrong Choices. If you are not surewhich answer iscorrect, eiminatethe
choices you know are wrong. If you can narrow down the number of choices, you
increase your chances of answering the question correctly.

5. Answer All Questions. Answer every test question. Even if you cannot eliminate
any of the answer choices, take aguess. Y ou have nothing to lose.

6. Check Your Answer Sheet Often. The answer sheet is numbered from top to
bottom. Before you start the test, look over the answer sheet. If you have any
questions, ask the Examiner before you start. While taking the test, check your
answer sheet every few questions to be sure you are using the right number to mark
your answer. Be particularly careful if you skip questions. Do not make any extra
marks on your answer sheet. If you skip aquestion it isbetter to make anote of it on
your scratch paper.

7. DoNot WriteintheTest Booklet. Scratch paper will beprovided. Do any figuring
or make any notes on the scratch paper. Do not make any marksin or on the test

8. DoYour OwnWork. Rely onyour own ability. Test takerswho are caught copying
are disqualified. Besides, your neighbor may not know as much as you do.

9. Check Your Work. After you have answered all the questions on the test, check
your work. Have you answered all the questions you were supposed to answer?
Make sure you have marked the answer sheet properly. When you review the answer
sheet, do not look for patternsin order of answer choices. Tests are not designed to
have patterns for correct answers.

Specific hintsfor the various subject areas on the test:

Reading Comprehension: Select the one statement which is best supported by the paragraph using
only theinformation provided in the paragraph. Three of the choices may or may not be correct, but the
information cannot be determined as correct from reading the paragraph. The correct answer istheonly
statement which can be determined as correct from reading the information contained in the paragraph.
Read the entire excerpt before attempting to answer the questions.

Mapsand Diagrams: These multiple-choice questions require the test taker to evaluate information
presented in amap or diagram and to make a decision from this evaluation.

When amap isinvolved, remember thefollowing guidelines: One-way streetsareindicated by arrows
pointing in the direction of traffic flow. If no arrows are present, traffic flowsin both directions. All
traffic laws must be observed. Alwayschoosethe most direct route. Northisindicated by alegend on
the map.

When adiagram of adwelling or building isinvolved, all necessary information isincluded, either on
the diagram itself or in alegend accompanying it.

English Usage: In this section, you must select the word which most correctly fills the blank in the
sentence.

Form Completion: Inthisexercise, you must fill out an Accident Report by following directionsand

using information contained in a paragraph. Besuretoread all of the directions before completing the
form.

SUB- PART J. VEHI CLES TRANSPORTI NG EXPLOSI VES OR | NFLAMVABLES

§ 251. Permi ssion For Operation; Crossing Railroad G ade Crossings;
Mar ki ngs

No person shall own or operate on the highways of this state a vehicle
transporting explosives or flanmble liquids wthout first securing
perm ssion fromthe Departnment of Public Safety for such operation, except
as provided hereafter. Even with such perm ssion, the owner or operator of
a vehicle transporting flamrable liquids shall not, except where he is
protected by a flagman then on duty, cross any railroad without comng to a
full stop, before reaching it, in such manner and for such tine as to make
certain that no train or other facility is approaching, as is provided in

Section 173 of this Title. |If the vehicle is transporting expl osives the
operator shall proceed across the tracks only under the protection of a
conpetent flagnan furnished by the owner or hinself. Under no

ci rcunmst ances what ever shall any vehicle transporting explosives carry as
part of its |load any other comrodity or thing.

The commi ssioner is authorized to adopt regul ati ons concerning the marki ngs
and identification of vehicles transporting explosives and flanmable
l'iquids.

§ 252. Equi prrent And I nspection

A. A notor vehicle, when used in transporting explosives, shall be equi pped
with a mninmumof one fire extinguisher having a rating of at |east 10-BC
completely filled and in working condition, and placed at a convenient
poi nt on the notor vehicle.

B. The special perm ssion required by the provisions of RS 32:251 shall be
issued only after an inspection by the Departnent of Public Safety to
determne that the vehicle is in conpliance with Part V of Chapter 6 of
Title 40 of the Louisiana Revised Statutes of 1950 relative to the
regul ati on of explosives, and rules and regul ations of the Departnent of
Public Safety pronul gated pursuant thereto.

8 253. Commi ssioner; Transportation of Expl osives

The conm ssioner is hereby authorized and directed to pronul gate such
addi tional regulations as to the transportati on of explosives by vehicles
upon the highways of this state as he shall deem advisable for the
protection of the public.

The purpose of accident investigation is to collect data and infornmation useful in
preventing other accidents. It is not the object of such investigation to
determ ne parties at fault. A traffic citation should be issued if an accident
occurs as a result of the violation of any statute.

PROCEDURES FOR ACCI DENT | NVESTI GATI ON

A. The first step in accident investigation begins with notification of the Police
Departnment. The officer receiving the call should determne the location of the
accident and log the time, if there are injured parties, or if an anbulance is
needed, and if the road is blocked partially or conpletely.

B. Police Oficers should be dispatched quickly and safely to the scene of the
acci dent where the patrol car shall be parked properly.

C. Care for the injured nust be provided. The nearest anbul ance service shoul d be
summoned, if needed. Weckers should be summned in accordance with Rules and
Regul ati ons governing this departnent.

D. Protect evidence and clear the streets and restore normal traffic flow as soon
as possi bl e.

E. Allow each driver and witness to give his conplete story about the incident
bef ore questioning him Renenber that, in nost cases, these are not crimnals;
therefore, be patient and understandi ng.

F. Keep your opinions to yourself; do not argue with drivers or wtnesses.

G (oserve any type of physical defects.

RECORDI NG STATEMENTS:

Particularly in serious accidents or one which mght result in court action, record
any statenent of record in sinple |anguage which can be understood. Read any
statenent taken to the party involved before he signs it. Renenber that he is not
conpelled to sign any statenment and that any corrections which he makes nust be
not ed.

W TNESSES

Frequently witnesses are reluctant to becone involved. GCbserve anyone who appears
to be describing the accident to another person. Approach himalone to get his
statenents. Do not forget about the occupants of the cars involved. Conpar e
statenents and have them repeated in the presence of parties involved and with
ot her officers avail abl e.

PHYSI CAL EVI DENCE

Col l ect or identify such evidence as skid narks, parts of the autonobile, Iiquor or
beer bottles, anything else which mght be of value as evidence. Study the
condi tion of the road, weather, control devices and the driver.

SERI QUS ACCI DENTS:

In the event of a serious accident, such as serious injury or death to any person
i nvol ved, nake neasurenents and take photographs of the general scene and of any
obstructions both before and after the vehicles have been renmoved. Take any action
agai nst the notorist which is necessary for the Police Oficer to perform

SUBPART D. KIDNAPPING AND
FALSE IMPRISONMENT

§ 44. Aggravated kidnapping

Aggravated kidnapping isthe doing of any of thefollowing acts
with theintent thereby to force the victim or some other person,
to give up anything of apparent present or prospective value, or
to grant any advantage or immunity, in order to secure arelease
of the person under the offender’s actual or apparent control:

(1) Theforcible seizing and carrying of any person from one
place to another; or

(2) Theenticing or persuading of any person to go from one
place to another; or

(3) Theimprisoning or forcible secreting of any person.

Whoever commits the crime of aggravated kidnapping shall be
punished by life imprisonment at hard labor without benefit of
parole, probation, or suspension of sentence.

§ 45. Simple kidnapping
A.Simple kidnapping is:

(1) Theintentional and forcible seizing and carrying of any
person from one place to another without his consent; or

(2) Theintentiona taking, enticing or decoying away, for an
unlawful purpose, of any child not hisown and under the age of
fourteen years, without the consent of its parent or the person
charged with its custody; or

(3) The intentiona taking, enticing or decoying away,
without the consent of the proper authority, of any person who
has been lawfully committed to any orphan, insane, feeble-
minded or other similar institution.

(4) The intentional taking, enticing or decoying away and
removing from the state, by any parent of hisor her child, from
the custody of any person to whom custody has been awarded
by any court of competent jurisdiction of any state, without the
consent of the legal custodian, with intent to defeat the
jurisdiction of the said court over the custody of the child.

(5) Thetaking, enticing or decoying away and removing from
the state, by any person, other than the parent, of a child
temporarily placed in his custody by any court of competent
jurisdiction in the state, with intent to defeat the jurisdiction of
said court over the custody of the child.

B.Whoever commits the crime of simple kidnapping shall be
fined not more than five thousand dollars, imprisoned with or
without hard labor for not more than five years, or both.

§ 45.1. Interferencewith the custody of a child

A.Interference with the custody of a child is the intentional
taking, enticing, or decoying away of aminor child by a parent
not having a right of custody, with intent to detain or conceal
such child from aparent having aright of custody pursuant to a
court order or from a person entrusted with the care of the child
by a parent having custody pursuant to a court order.

It shall be an affirmative defense that the offender reasonably
believed his actions were necessary to protect the welfare of the
child.

B.Whoever commits the crime of interference with the custody
of achild shall befined not more than five hundred dollarsor be
imprisoned for not more than six months, or both. Costs of
returning achild to thejurisdiction of the court shall be assessed
against any defendant convicted of aviolation of this Section, as
court costs as provided by the Louisiana Code of Criminal
Procedure.

§ 46. Falseimprisonment

Falseimprisonment istheintentional confinement or detention
of another, without his consent and without proper legal
authority.

Whoever commitsthe crime of falseimprisonment shall befined
not more than two hundred dollars, or imprisoned for not more
than six months, or both.

§ 46.1 False imprisonment: offender armed with
danger ous weapon

A.Fal seimprisonment while armed with adangerousweaponis
the unlawful, intentional confinement or detention of another
while the offender is armed with a dangerous weapon.

B.Whoever commits the crime of false imprisonment while
armed with a dangerous weapon shall be imprisoned, with or
without hard labor, for not more than ten years.
